I. Introduction

doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over copending applications 10/764,232, filed 
January 23, 2004, and 10/763,086, filed January 22, 2004. Applicants overcome the provisional 
double patenting rejection by the filing of a terminal disclaimer, which was filed by facsimile, 
separately, on the date of this response.
